In a well-deserved tribute to the memory 


of tho Into Sir Charles \Yhcutstone, in your 
paper, you say, "In America it is common 
to clftim for the late Professor Morao tho 
priority of discovery as regards the practi- 
cal application of electricity to tho work of 
the telegraph." The question what country 
may justiy claim the honor of having been 
the first to produce the electric telegraph is 
one of great and general interest, and it is 
quite time that honpr is claimed for England. 
In tho Spring of 1SC9, a great public ban- 
quet in .New York, at which the Uritish min- 
ister, Mr. Thornton was present, was given 
to Professor Morse, who, in bia speech on 
that occasion, maintained this claim ol 
priority for America against England on the 
ground of an invention by himself in 1832, 
which date he contrasted with that of 1937, 
when Messrs. Cooke and "\Vheatstono took 
out their first English patent for an electric 
talegraph. It is probably n fact, as you sny, 
that "Wheatstono know nothing of Worse's 
theories and experiments when ho was 
striving to obtain the attention of tho scien
